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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUGATION, 


DISTRICT NO. 1. (Special.) 


In presenting the Annual Report for the year ending March 1st, 
1887, the Board of Education again take pleasure in announcing to 
the parents and residents of District No. 1, that the success which 
has heretofore been manifest in the several departments of our school 
has not, in the least degree, relaxed, neither has the spirit and energy 
of the instructors been found wanting. 

The Board have endeavored to make this a successful and profita- 
ble school, and from the several visits made, are happy to report that 
their efforts in connection with those of the teachers have not been 
without avail. 

A new departure, the introduction of vocal musical instruction, has 
been attempted, and notwithstanding some expression of dissatisfac- 
tion, itis, in the minds of the Board, a success, and ata small ex- 
pense. This department is in charge of Prof. W. H. Dorothy, and 
from the results attained in addition to the almost entire approval of 
the parents of this-district, will undoubtedly be continued. 

Pupils from former districts, No. 9 and No. 2, have been received 
into our schools at the same price ‘‘pro rata” as the cost of pupils in 
the Town District. Three pupils from the ‘‘Cross” District, in Han- 
over, have also been received at a certain price. The money re- 
ceived, in both the above cases, in addition to our own, has enabled 
pupils in District No. 1 to receive thirty-two (82) weeks of instruc- 
tion, and the extra number of pupils received has not been detrimen- 
tal to the advancement of our own scholars. 

Another important feature introduced this year, is the four years 
course of study, carefully prepared for the different departments. 
The object of this is, to enable pupils to receive a more yaried and 


fl 
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classified course of study than has heretofore been attained. Schol- 
ars are required to pass an examination of 70 per cent before enter- 
tering upon a higher course. 

-For the sanitary condition of our schools, fr oe running water for 
drinking purposes ought to besintroduced, and it is hoped that this 
particular thing will meet with sufficient approbation in the minds 
of this district to enable it to be carried out. 

The following report shows the attendance and average attendance 
for the three (3) terms ending March Ist, 1887: Primary Depart- 
ment, ist term 39, average 34; 2nd term 35, average 30; 3rd term 
35, average 33. Intermediate Department, Ist term 20, average 19 ; 
2nd term 26, average 25; 3rd term 27, average 25. Higher Depart- 
ment, Ist term 26, average 25; 2d term 20, average 19; 3d term 26, 
average 25. Total attendence, ist term 85, average 78; 2nd term 
81, average 74; 3rd term 88, average 83. 

Mr. W. L.° Pettengill has been in charge of the Higher Depart- 
ment with a general supervision of the other departments. The re- 
sults of his untiring efforts are plainly visible, order and system be- 
ing successfully carried out in every undertaking. 

Miss Hattie Dyer, in the Intermediate Department, has shown the 
same excellent qualities as in the preceeding years, sparing no pains 
to promote the comfort and welfare of her pupils, and at the same 
time instilling into those young minds that which is indispensible in 
making useful and honorable citizens. 

In the Primary Department, Miss Lizzie Williams has shown as in 
former terms, that same tender care to those little ones, which is the 
essential element of success. The pupils in this department, have 
by the efforts of this teacher, shown remarkable advancement.
